There is provided a process for joining a gas diffusion layer (15) to a separator 
plate (5) of an electrochemical cell. The gas diffusion layer comprises a porous 
body that allows a reactant gas to diffuse through the gas diffusion layer. 
The separator plate comprises at least .one landing surface formed on a surface 
of the separator plate, and the separator plate and landing surface comprising 
a polymer and conductive filler.
